EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Regarding independent claims 1 and 10, the claim has been amended to include the 
allowable subject matter of claims 2 and 6-7. Therefore, claims 1 and 10 are now allowable with 
the same reason set forth in the previous office action. 

Claims 3-5,8-9 and 17-21 depend on claim 1. Therefore, they are allowed. 

Claims 11-13 and 15-16 depend on claim 10. Therefore, they are allowed.
